I I uni no bedclothes, and when I asked 
tin* boss tor some, he just laughed ut 
me ami showed mc a poor imitation 
of a bed nailed up of old packing boxes 
and a few pieces of lumber with dirty 
barley sacks for mattress, sheets, pil­ 
lows and blankets. 
So much about the bed. lf the room
